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Improvement in Calenders. 





[he improvement in paper calendering 
machines, herewith illustrated, is intended 
, improve the construction of the paper 
guiding devices, the means by which they 
are attached to the machine and hung op- 
posite the rolls, and means for preventing 
the introduction of more than one sheet of 
paper into the calender at a time. 

Figure 1 is an elevation of the inner side 
of one of the upright end frames of a stack 
of calenders, showing the outlines of the 
calender rolls in dotted lines, the journal at 
one end in section and the journal boxes in 
end elevation. Figs..2 to 8, inclusive, illus- 
trate in perspective views (excepting Fig. 5, 
which is a transverse section) certain details 
of construction. Fig. 9 is a perspective 
view of the upper part of the calendering 
machine, showing the sheet guard devices 
thereon. 

One of the end uprights of the machine 
frame is shown in side elevation in Fig. 1 
and in transverse section in Fig. 5. This 
upright, 3, has the usual vertical opening, 
in which are placed the journal boxes 
4, in which the journals of the calender 
rolls are supported, 5 being the usual 


rolls against each other in the usual way. 
On the inner side of the frame upright 3 are 
secured two upright strips, 6, one on each 
side of the rolls of the machine, and having 
longitudinal grooves, made by turning in- 
ward the opposite edges, whereby the 
groove is given a T shape in cross section, 
as shown in Fig. 5, whereby these strips are 
adapted to hold a bolt or bolts in a horizon- 
tal position. Fig. 7 shows a portion of one 
of the grooved strips, 6, and a bolt, 7, se- 
cured thereto adjustably by its head. The 
bolt 7, when simply hung by its head in the 
groove in the strip 6, does not maintain a 
position at right angles to the face of the 
groove, unless the thickness of the head and 
the depth of the groove correspond, and 
in that case the head fits too tightly to per- 
mitof moving the bolt up and down with 
freedom, and therefore to make the means 
of attaching the bolt 7 to the calender frame 
available, and still permit the bolt to be 
moved with sufficient freedom in the strip, 
and to cause the bolt to be maintained at a 
position at right angles to the face of the 
strip 6, as shown in Fig. 7, a spring, 8, is 
suitably attached to the head of the bolt, and 
has its ends bearing upon the side of the 
Strip at the base of its groove, whereby the 
bolt is foreed endwise outwardly, causing 
the inner side of its head to come to a bear- 
ing under the opposite.inturned edges of 
the strip, 

By mears of the connection of the bolt 7 
with the strip 6 the bolt retains its position 
when certain fixtures, described under, are 
disconnected for adjustment, and thereby 
much time is saved when the fixtures are 
reattached to the bolt, from .the fact that the 
bolt itself does not require any readjust- 
ment. 

On the side of the upright 3 near its lower 
end is bolted a roller support, 9, a portion of 
which is shown in perspective in Fig. 8. The 
Said support 9 is provided with a ! shaped 
8Toove, 10, of substantially the form of that 
'N the strip 6, in which is shown the head 
end of a bolt, 12, which is connected in the 
‘tip io in substantially the same manner as 
the bolt 7 is connected to the strip 6, the bolt 
'2 serving to secure a fixture support, 13, 
‘othe horizontal support 9, the latter having 
thereon a slotted upright, 14, toreceive the 
boxes in which two sheet delivery rolls, 15, 
run, ‘ 

The tape rolls 17 and the sheet guiding 
blade rolls 16 are supported in peculiarly 
‘onstructed bearings in one end of the arms 
8 and 19, imerder that these rolls may be 
“ssily removed from the arms for any re- 
Wired purpose without removing the sup- 
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that the arms when once adjusted to the 
requisite positions to properly hold the rolls 
over which the tapes run and on which the 
blades are hung should not be disturbed if it 
can be avoided, for their adjustment to their 
proper positions requires much time and 
care. The bearings in the ends of the arms 
18 and 19 consist of a metallic sleeve, 20, in- 
serted in the end of each arm or in one arm 
of the two which support any one roller or 
rod, this sleeve being capable of endwise 
motion in the arms, whereby it is withdrawn 
wholly or partially from the arm, as may be 
required, to leave the end of the 
roller shaft which has a bearing 
within the sleeve quite free to be 
disengaged from the supporting 
arm. 

In Fig. 6 the sleeve 20 is shown 
in connection with the arm Ig, and 
both this and the arm 18 are slotted 
longitudinally from the sleeve bear- 
ing therein toward the opposite end, 
and near the bearing is placed a 
clamp screw, 21, passing trans- 
versely through the arm and across 
the slot, whereby the sleeve 20 is 
clamped, and thereby secured in 
any desired position, or it is freed 
to permit it to be moved in the 
arm 


rollers 17 is shown, and in dotted 
lines the shaft of the roller is in- 
dicated as entering the end of the 
sleeve 20, which adjoins the roller, 
the shaft of the roller in practice 
entering the sleeve only far enough 
to give it a proper support, and 
not so far as to render it inconven- 
ient to remove the roll when the 
sleeve is withdrawn from the end 
of the latter, as above described. 
The slot in the arms 18 and Ig is 
made wider near one end, so that 
the bolt 7 may pass through the 
arms, and a nut being screwed 
against the latter they are thereby 
secured to the strip 6 and to the 
upright frame part 3 on the op- 
posite sides of the calender rolls. 

For the purpose of affording im- 
proved guides for the sheets of 
paper as they emerge from be- 
tween the rolls of the calender, 
metallic blades 22 are provided. 

These blades are of such width 
as may be desirable and as adapts 
them to be placed in and supported 
by either one of the blade saddles 
23 and 24, Figs. 2, 4 and 10, and to 
each of the blades which are hung 
on the saddle 23 is attached a weight, 25, 
near the outer end of said blade, which is ad- 
justable longitudinally thereon, and is se- 
cured in any desired position by a suitable 
screw shown on certain of the weights. The 
inner ends of the blades are caused by the 
weights attached thereto to be held against 
the upper one of each pair of rolls, with such 
impact force as may be determined by the 
weight and the position of the saddle 23 on 
which the b.ade'rests relative to the weight, 
A spring may be used in place of the 
weight, if desired ; but its action would be 
less satisfactory, because less uniform than 
the weight. 

The saddle 23 consists of a metallic hear- 
ing block, a, having a curved bearing 
groove, ¢, in its under side, which adapts 
the block to rest on the rolls or rods 16, and 
to have a free rocking motion thereon. This 
block a has a screw, ¢, in one end, which 
passes through the slotted pending end of a 
tapering key, 4, whereby the latter is given 
an endwise motion in a groove, 0, on the 
upper side.of the saddle. The blade 22 is 
secured on the saddle 23 by being placed in 
the groove ¢ therein and then turning the 
screw ¢ to drive the wedge 4 between the 
border of the groove and the edge of the 
blade. Itis obvious that the blade can be 
adjusted at pleasure in the saddle to bring 
the end of the blade which rests against the 


order that the blade which it supports may, 
by the action of the weight 25 thereon, have 
a free vibratory movement on the rod, 
whereby one end is held with the requisite 
force against the roll whch is required to 
guide the edges of sheets of paper down- 
ward as the sheets emerge from between the 
rolls, the rod constituting the fulcrum on 
which the blade vibrates. 

In practice several of the blades 22, with 
their saddles, are placed on each of the rods 
16, opposite the calender rolls. The rods 
upon which the saddles and blades are sup- 
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ported are adjustable vertically by means of 
the slots in the arms 19, and also owing to 
the fact that the bolts 7, which secure the 
arms to the strips 6, are adjustable verti- 
cally in the strips. 

The saddle 24, as illustrated in Fig. 2, 
presents a similar but yet a different con- 
struction to the saddle 23, as the saddle 24, 
by its peculiar construction, and the man- 
ner of its attachment to its supporting bar 
26, does not permit of the movement of the 
blade 22 (see Fig. 1), which is attached 
thereto, excepting by means of an adjusting 
screw, whereby it is retained in a particular 
position, and the manner of attaching this 
saddle to the bar by a shoe, 27, precludes the 
possibility of any rocking movement of the 
saddle and its blade on the bar. The bar 
26, of metal or wood, is supported in the 
ends of two arms 13, one of which is 
shown in Fig. 1, which are secured on the 
inner sides of the tape roller supports 9. 
The shoe 27 is adapted to fit on to the upper 
side of the bar 26 and rest thereon, and this 
shoe and the saddle 24 are provided with 
hinge lips, through which pivots pass, 
whereby the saddle is hinged on the upper 
side of the shoe. 

The shoe 27 has a laterally projecting 
arm, 28, through the end of which a screw, 
29, passes in a vertical direction against 
the under side of an arm, 30, which pro- 


arm may be made with or without the socket. 


The saddle 24 is provided with a groove, 2, 
on its upper side to receive the blade 22, 
and with the wedge 4 and screw ¢ shown in 
Fig. 4, and serving the same purpose as 
those in the last named figure. The bar 
26 serves to hold several of the saddles 24 
and their blades in the position relative to 
the upper side of the lower calender roll 
shown in Fig. 1, the holding devices of this 
bar being so adjustable on the support 9 
to swing the ends of the blades 22, in contact 
with the roll, and after having been brought 
to that position the ends of the 
blades which rest on the rolls are 
forced against the latter with the 
requisite degree of pressure to se- 
cure a perfect separation of the 
sheets from the lower roll as they 
come from the calender, by opera- 
ting the screw 29 against the end 
of the arm 30 and swinging the 
saddle 24 more or less. 

Fig. 9 illustrates the devices for 
guarding against the introduction, 
by the operator, of more than 
one sheet of paper at a time be- 
tween the rolls of the calender. 
These are provided in order that 
damage to the calender by feed- 
ing accidentally several sheets to 
it when the rolls are set for one 
only may be obviated.

An important factor in the re- 
lation of the new electric bleaching 
process to the pulp and paper trade 
has been generally overlooked. It 
‘a is that by this method spruce pulp 
made by the soda process can be 
bleached to full color without loss 
of strength. As it has heretofore 
been impossible to accomplish this 
result by the use of bleaching 
powder the new invention is likely 
to strongly fortify the position of 
the manufacturers of soda pulp, as 
their spruce fibre, bleached by the 
electrolytic method, combines the 
strength of sulphite fibre with a 
softness foreign to that stock as 
usualiy prepared. 





It is well known that pearl hard. 
ening and the other mineral fillers 
which consist like it of crystal- 
lized sulphate of lime contain in 
addition to the accidental moisture, which is 
variable in amount, a definite quantity of 
water of crystallization which is combined 
with the sulphate of lime and which remains 
with it in the paper. As this combined 
water is driven off in burning the paper for 
the ash it has been very properly the cus- 
tom, in figuring the retention of pearl har- 
dening, to multiply the ash found by 1.26, the 
resulting number giving the amount of crys- 
tallized sulphate of lime present in the sheet. 
It has not, however, so far as we are aware, 
been remarked by paper makers that clays 
as well as pearl hardening contain com- 
bined water, which is not driven off in the 
process of drying the paper and which con- 
sequently alse goes into the sheet to make 
weight. As it is, however, driven off in 
burning the paper a correction should be ap- 
plied to the ash when one desires to know 
what proportion of the clay has been re- 
tained. The amount of this correction 
varies for different clays, as after drying at 
212° the proportion of combined water may 
range from about 8 per cent. to over 20 per 
cent, of the weight of the clay. The exact 
figure for any particular clay may be easily 
determined and proper made 
thereafter,

The exactness which prevails in German 
methods for testing paper is well illustrated 


tion of ferric chloride of such strength that 
it shall penetrate the paper about as rapidly 
as ordinary ink is used. With the solution 
a number of lines are drawn with a ruling 
pen upon one side of the paper to be tested. 
The paper is then allowed to become dry, 
after which a small quantity of a solution 
of tannin in ether is poured on the back of 
the sheet. This evaporates almost instantly, 
leaving the tannin on the back of the sheet. 
If the paper is badly sized, the solution of 
ferric chloride will have soaked through the 
paper, and on the addition of the tannin so- 
lution the black tannate of iron will be 
formed along the lines where the ferric 
chloride has penetrated. With well sized 
paper these dark lines will not appear, and 
on holding the paper to the light nothing 
will be seen but the yellow lines due to fer- 
ric chloride. The extent to which the paper 
has been sized can thus be accurately deter- 
mined by the depth of tint shown by the 
lines. In the scientific application of the 
method there are numerous refimements to 
still further increase its accuracy, as, for in- 
stance, to eliminate the error otherwise due 
to varying thickness of the samples tested. 





The peculiar changes which sulphur un- 
dergoes on heating are of much interest to 


manufacturers of sulphite pulp, although 
some recent patents would indicate that 
their importance had been underestimated. 


Sulphur ordinarily melts at a temperature 
of 115° to 120° C,, being converted to a 
pale yellow liquid, which can be poured 
from one vessel to another nearly as readily 
as water. On further heating, however, the 
liquid begins to darken and to grow thick 
and viscid, until at about 200° C, it is almost 
black and so tenacious that the vessel con- 
taining it may be inverted without the sul- 
phur running out. It partially regains its 
fluidity on being still more strongly heated, 
but not until a temperature of 330° C. 
(624° F.) is reached, which is higher than the 
melting point of lead. It becomes, therefore, 
almost an impossibility to deliver melted sul- 
phur through pipes, as, for example, for 
feeding a sulphur furnace, since some por- 
tion of the pipe will be heated sufficiently to 
convert the sulphur into this tenacious form.

It 
ioes not now seem to be a business-like 
clearing off of the storm, as the clouds still 
have an ominous appearance. As a general 
hing, business is a trifle quiet and some of 
the mills have been running pretty close of 
late, but the manufacturers say that there 
wre some signs of improvement this week 
and more paper is moving. Most of the 
mills are busy, however, on old orders and 
the new ones which come along. There is 
very little change in the business of some 
mills from one month to another, and the 
product is disposed of without trouble. 
There is a hopeful feeling in regard to the 
future, and our manufacturers believe that 
the remaining months of the year will bring 
better conditions. Fine writings are mov- 
ing fairly well, and the book mills find busi- 
ness enough coming in to keep them busy 
for the present. Other grades are in fair 
demand. 

The stock market has undergone very lit- 
tle change and is rather quiet, on the whole, 
with prices unchanged. The manufacturers 
are not placing very large orders and are 
indifferent, unless tempted by choice lots. 
It has been asserted that wood has taken 
the place of rags to quite an extent, but 
those who should know say that there is 
less wood pulp used here to-day than there 
has been for years. Most of the product 
goes to the Western mills. The stock mar- 
ket will not improve very much as regards 
prices till the price of paper advances, and 
no one knows when that will be. There are 
more rags being used on the other side of 
the water now than for some time past, and 
that decreases the supply here. Some have 
been counting on the usual spring supply of 
domestic rags to help out, but the fact is 
the winter has been so open that the collec- 
tions have been much closer than usual, as 
the gatherers have been able to get around 
without much difficulty. Chemicals and 
other ingredients are steady. 

E. E. Wood, of Northampton, has bought 
the paper mill in that city recently managed 
by J. C. Hammond, Mr. Wood has sold the 


owners rebuilt and afterward manufactured 
coarse papers. When David Scott disap- 
peared, the property was sold to two lawyers, 
Hammond and Clark, for $20,000. . They 
tried to run the mill, but, being inexperi- 
enced men, they did not make a success of 
it, and the mill has been idle some months. 

The Fairfield Paper Company is trying to 
make its employees as comfortable and well 
housed as possible at Fairfield. A brick 
block containing seven tenements, a hall 
and two good stores has just been finished, 
and the brick stock house has been made 
over into a meat market, and will also con- 
tain a club room, which will be supplied with 
pool tables.

Inasmuch as the first part of this week 
has been rather stormy, business has not 
been so active as it might have been. 

While store trade has not been large there 
is a fair movement of paper from dealers’ 
hands in response to mail orders, To report 
the paper business “‘ fair” is about as strong 
a term as the present condition of trade will 
warrant,

From manufacturers the only discour- 
aging comments heard are that prices are 
not as satisfactory as they ought to be, es- 
pecially on manillas, as bagging is rather 
elevated in price. 

Manufacturers are not complaining of a 
scarcity of orders, for their books carry 
orders enough to keep their mills running 
full time. In reply to a leading question 
put to a Boston paper maker concerning 
business that gentleman remarked: ‘‘ I'm 
full, and have been for months,” and yet no 
one would think it to look at him. 

The arrivals of paper stock during the 
past seven days have been unusually large, 
but so far as can be learned these imports 
are moving right along to the mills on orders 
taken in days gone by. As an importer 
stated, these arrivals are only an accumula- 
tion of foreign shipments coming to hand all 
atonce. There is no change to report in 
prices, while trade at present is a little quiet, 
as the large arrivals noted supply a good 
many immediate wants. 

The receipts of paper stock for the week 
to date include 2,902 bales of rags, 1,155 
bales of manillas and 5,025 bales of miscel- 
laneous grades, a total of 9,081 bales. 

Increased dullness characterizes the chem- 
ical market and quotations are low. Bleach- 
ing powders are quoted at 1.714%@1Xc.; 
low enough to give encouragement to 
buyers, since importers claim that these 
prices mean selling at a loss. Caustic soda 
is quiet at 2.17%@z2.20c. It is stated that 
advices from the other side of the water in- 
timate that four manufacturers will stop 
producing until the price of caustic soda 
takes an upward turn. Soda ash still main- 
tains at 14%@1.40c., while %@.goc. are the 
figures for soda crystals. 

Chemical imports for the week include 
2,396 casks of bleaching powder, 524 drums 
of caustic soda, 835 casks, 2,040 bags of soda 
ash, 339 barrels, 500 kegs of soda crystals 
and 92 casks of refined alkali. 

There were also received 3,357 bales of 
wood pulp, 683 bags, 88 bales of sizing, 340 
casks of china clay, 48 casks of Southern 
clay and 1,029 barrels of rosin.

Several important amendments to the by- 
laws are to be voted upon, while officers to 
serve for the ensuing year are to be elected.

It is reported that the city of Worcester, 
Mass., is to have another envelope factory, 
This factory is to be built and run by the 
Logan, Swift & Brigham Envelope Com- 
pany, a concern which started up in Wor- 
cester just five years ago this March, Dur- 
ing these five years the young company has 
so far outgrown its business quarters at No. 
16 Union street that more room is needed, 
and so the company proposes to build a new 
factory which will give about 50,000 square 
feet of floor space. The company expects to 
start the building at once and to be ready to 
produce envelopes some time in October, In 
the meantime the company’s present factory 
will be run to its fullest extent, as it has 
been since the business was started. The 
Logan, Swift & Brigham Envelope Com- 
pany is a ‘‘four wheeled team” and a fast 
runner. Its members are James Logan, 
H. D. Swift, D. W. Swift and Mr. Brigham, 
and they all left the Whitcomb Envelope 
Company to establish themselves together 
as the Logan, Swift & Brigham Envelope 
Company, just five years ago. H. D. and 
D. W. Swift were with the Whitcomb En- 
velope Company for twenty. years, and 
were the inventors and builders of every 
envelope folding machine in that company’s 
factory. 

As inventors of envelope machinery H. D. 
and D. W. Swift are claimed to be without 
equals, and their present factory is now 
equipped with new machinery designed and 
built for their own special use in their own 
factory. The ‘ Leader” folding machine, 
the machine used by most manufacturers, 
and one largely used by this company at first 
for the want of a better one, has been entirely 
discarded and in its place has been set 
up machines of more modern design the re- 
cent inventions of H. D. and D. W. Swift. 
It is claimed that these special machines do 
better folding and better gumming than any 
envelope machine heretofore made and can 
be run fully as fast, with better results as to 
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quality of product. Mr. Brigham was with 
the Whitcomb Envelope Company for eigh- 
teen years, and during these years had full 
charge of the orders, James Logan’s con- 
nection with that company extended over 
five years, doing what traveling was neces- 
sary and attending to the correspondence. 
Such is the personnel of this firm, The 
Logan, Swift & Brigham Envelope Com- 
pany, of Worcester, enjoys the proud dis- 
tinction of being the only concern of its kind 
in this country where the inventors and 
builders of its machinery are members of 
the company. Itis no doubt because of this 
combination—inventive genius and business 
ability—that this company has made the 
great progress that it has since its start of 
five years ago.

Business generally is reported as being 
dull in paper trade circles. Yet, perhaps, if 
the books of the jobbers were examined, it 
would be found that as a rule they have done 
an increased business in comparison with 
the corresponding months of the previous 
year. Yet there remains the fact that the 
trade talks dull business, and the feeling 
must be that it is so, either in the volume of 
business done or in collections, or in some 
of the important features of their business. 

It may be remembered that the Straw- 
board Association recently held its annual 
meeting at Toledo, and that the manufac- 
turers put up the price one evening to $75 
per ton, and on the following morning 
brought it down again to where it started. 

The trade at large very naturally wondered 
at this extraordinary exhibition of vacilla- 
tion in so important a matter, and failing an 
insight into the motive it was just a little 
perplexing. 

It appears that among other members of 
the strawboard association the representa- 
tive of a certain match company is a mem- 
ber of the executive committee and a direc- 
tor. As amatch maker this gentleman is 
naturally a very large user of board for 
match boxes ; so thatin a measure he stands 
in the dual position of both manufacturer 
and consumer. 

In this position it occurred to him that it 
would be a good thing if he could reap his 
increased dividends under the enhanced 
terms of the trust, and yet get his straw- 
board, for his own purposes, at the old cut 
rates, 

The idea was good and argues a mind 
capable of wrestling with financial prob- 
lems. 

Naturally the other manufacturers ob- 
jected, and the match maker proceeded to 
erect a little mill at Akron to operate for his 
own especial benefit, and outside of the as- 
sociation. 

The meeting of the manufacturers in view 
of this piece of insubordination was stormy 
and the poor paper dealers who were on 
hand felt for their bowie knives. 

After some ineffectual efforts to induce the 
match maker to come into the fold, it was 
decided to put up the price of strawboard, 
and thus compel him to pay for his board 
while he was getting up steam in his littl, 
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mill. This apparently had the desired ef- 
fect, and hence the putting the price down 
again. Itis said that the match maker takes 
about $300 worth of strawboard per diem. 

It was during this operation that Mr, 
Pinkham, of Boston, made and lost $50,000 
in a night. 

The Phoenix Lithographic Company held 
a meeting of its creditors on March 2, and 
there appears to be now some doubt if it will 
be able to resume. 

It has $15,000 worth of machinery on hand, 
in which it has an equity of about $7,500. 

This appears to be the only asset worth 
mentioning. 

Messrs. Bremaker, Moore and Stark, of the 
Bremaker-Moore Paper Company, Louis- 
ville, Ky., have been spending a few days 
in this city, and were entertained by J. W.

THE first page illustration in this issue 
is that of a new appliance for guiding 
paper through the calenders and for 
automatically preventing the feeding of 
more than one sheet at a time to the 
rolls. The details of this improvement 
are many, and we have been obliged to 
condense the long description, particu- 
larly that part relating to the feature last 
mentioned. 

IT may be considered remarkable, and 
it will doubtless create some excitement 
and perhaps dismay among the paper 
makers of the United Kingdom, but we 
can announce that an English journal of 
importance has offered to contract with 
one of our leading manufacturers of news 
for its supply of paper for one year. This 
offer results from a trial of the paper and 
is an earnest of the fact that we are able 
to produce goods which, as to quality 
and price, will meet the competition of 
foreign manufacturers, even on the lat- 
ter’s own ground. Nor is this likely te 
be the only instance of such a contract, 
for it is intimated that one more is pend- 
ing, and that still another English journal 
is ready to disseminate free trade theories 
on tariff protected paper. 








One of the New York stationery 
houses early last year determined to 
make a fair test of the Australian mar- 
kets, and therefore sent out an agent with 
instructions to develop trade in that di- 
rection for all that it would bring. The 
advantage has been so great, we under- 
stand, that the house making this ven- 
ture has accepted the results as satis- 
factory and proposes to maintain its 
connections in Australia. This illustrates 
what push and systematic work in secur- 
ing foreign trade can accomplish.

BLEACHING powder is in a depressed 
condition, with no apparent chance for 
early improvement. Boston, by means 
of low prices, has taken the business in 
this article, but recently, owing to lower 
freights to this port, New York has been 
able to make equal!y low quotations. One 
of the causes which has led to the break 
in prices has been the starting up of a 
new manufactory outside of the combi- 
nation. At the moment the market for 
bleach is weak and the tendency is to a 
lower range of prices. But even this does 
not seem to tempt buyers and business 
is slow. How long this phase of feeling

Prices for caustic soda are 
weak here, with no present prospect of 
an advance. Altogether, the position of 
this article does not present encourag- 
ing features for those manufacturers who 
have dominated the market for so many | 
years. 








THERE is an impression among mer- | 
chants—upon what founded we do not | 
know—that at the next session of Con- | 
gress radical amendments to the inter- 
state commerce law will be recommended 
by the President. It has become appa- 
rent that some of the provisions of the 
act do not meet public requirements and 
have operated unsatisfactorily, and there | 
are those who go so far as to demand the | 
repeal of the entire statute. Something | 
more than has yet been shown must be 
clearly indicated to induce very many to | 
favor this proposition. It is true that the 
law has its defects; but 





it should be | 
remembered that it was passed purely as 

an experimental measure, and while it 

has failed to give satisfaction to shippers 

generally, some transportation abuses 

have nevertheless been remedied, and 

railroads have, in some cases at least, 

learned that, as they received their char- 

ters from the people, so are they expected 

to perform their public obligations as | 
common carriers. The commission which | 
the act created has been composed, on 
the whole, of fair minded men who, as | 
far as 1s known, have not been aceused | 
of bias or unfairness in their decisions. 
But it is singular that while the railroads 

at the outset strongly opposed the pas- 

sage of the law they have since accepted 

its conditions, interpretations and gen- 

eral conclusions with a complacency al- 

most amounting to cheerfulness. 





Burt it is asserted that the president of | 
a leading railway company declares that | 
the railroads are benefited by such a law, 
and that it would be a misfortune to re- 
peal it. This is urged as one of the rea- 
sons why the act should be abrogated. 
Such a claim is absurd. Legislation de- 
signed or laws maintained with the in- 
‘tent ef oppressing any interest, or of lay- 
ing burdens on a legitimate line of busi- 
ness simply because it is controlled by a | 
corporation, is indefensible. While a | 
statute may be necessary to prevent the 
encroachments of big combinations, 
whether existing under corporate form 
or otherwise, and is very proper to sus- 
tain the rights of weaker individuals or 
general public interests, there is no rea- | 
son why it should be framed to injure | 
anyone. 
to may seem to sustain the allegations 
of shippers who have frequently asserted | 
that the interstate commerce law is | 
practically favorable to the railroads, 
and that the shipper is somewhat handi- 
capped by it. If this view is correct the 
defect ought to be remedied, and it is no | 
disrespect to the framers of the meas- 
ure, or to the commission, to say that 
the bill is not, as it stands, satisfactory. | 
The commission is only able to hear a | 
small percentage of the complaints of 
shippers, and there is not that celerity 
which the supporters of the enactment 
expected. Representations will, it is 
said, be made to the President at an early 
date concerning the inadequacy of the 
statute, and, doubtless, some pertinent

A Paper Mill Inquiry. 
San Antonio, Tex., February 28, 1889. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I am referred to you for information as to 
establishing a paper mill in San Antonio. 
The newspapers of Texas want a mill and 
are willing to patronize one. A mill that will 
make news, either rag or straw. 

I am told that there is raw material at 
hand, as ixle, the Spanish dagger plant, and 
different varieties of cactus, which, itis said, 
can be used in the manufacture of paper. 
Can you throw some light on the subject? 

We have almost unlimited water power in 
the San Antonio River. I think that a com- 
pany can be easily organized, but before 
any decisive steps are taken we must get an 
estimate on the capital needed to procure 
the necessary machinery. We shall also 
want to know whether the so-called raw 
material is really what it is claimed to be.

Ans.—The materials mentioned are 
what are known as intractable fibres, 
stubborn to manipulate, but can be em- 
ployed for the purpose if they can be 
had and worked cheaply enough to com- 
pete with wood pulp. It might be de- 
sirable to construct a wood pulp mill 
also if location and water power are 
suitable. The cost of freight to San An- 
tonio for wood pulp and chemical fibre 
made at the North should form a part 
of the basis of calculation. But our 
correspondent speaks of rag or straw 
news. He ought certainly to be able to 
gauge the local supply of rags and straw. 
The cost of a mill depends upon the 
size of the buildings, extent of the plant 
and value of land, besides the natural 
difficulties to be overcome. For deter- 
mining this we suggest the employment 
of anexpert. All of the machinery man- 
ufacturers will give figures when they 
know what is needed. It seems to us 
that Texas will not be happy until she 
gets a paper mill. It is not a new proj- 
ect for that State, and it is time that it 
should be brought to a head.—Ep.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock mar- 

ket is moderately active and irregular, most

The market for sterling was very quiet, 
but the tone was steady to firm.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The condition of 
business in the paper trade is not as satisfac- 
tory as it might be, and one hears complaints 
all around both as to the volume of business 
and as tothe prices realized. There is a fair 
amount of business being transacted by 
manufacturers, but the movement from city 
warehouses is light. Writings are in fair 
movementand prices are steady. Book and 
News, of course, are in sympathy with each 
other, and the tendency of prices in these 
grades is not encouraging. Some mills on 
the latter grade are reported as short of 
orders, One of the features of the market 
is a transaction in the export line. A New 
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York manufacturer has been shipping News 
in rolls to an English journal, and has now 
been offered a contract by the paper. The 
matter is under consideration, and provided 
ocean freight rates can be adjusted, the 
transaction will probably be closed. The 
order is said to be for a large amount, which, 
of course, will remove just so much from 
this market, a result which at present ap- 
pears to be desirable. The Manilla manu- 
facturers are having their troubles, and the 
high position of jute stocks is still a thorn in 
their side. Strictly all jute papers hold their 
prices, but values on lower grades are ir- 
regular. Some machines which have been 
running on News have been put on medium 
grade Manillas, and the product has already 
been shown in this market. Some Pennsyl- 
vania mills have been obliged to shut down 
this week owing to high water. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet on 
spot, with small business at 2c. Buyers’ 
and sellers’ views are too far apart to admit 
of large transactions. There is a small and 
speculative inquiry for futures, which cost 
about 2 1-16c. for present shipment. Bag- 
ging Butts are held at 2%c. The statistical

WOOD FIBRE.—There is a steady call 
for Chemical Fibres, and the demand for 
sulphite is brisk. The association price is 
still 3%c. for Bleached. Foreign grades are 
quoted as follows: Unbleached Pine, soda 
process, 3@3.30c.; Bleached, same process, 
354@4.15¢.; Unbleached, sulphite process, 
3%@3%c., and Bleached, do., 4% @sc.

Caustic Soda is in a wretched state, 
and resale parcels of 70 per cent. are offering 
at £6 12s. 6d., while makers hold for 
£6 13s. gd. up to £6 14s. 6d., according to 
brand. We quote 60 per cent. £5 15s. to 
£5 17s. 6d., 74 per cent. £7 5s.@£7 7s. 6d. 
Things are so bad that one Lancashire 
maker states his intention of stopping his 
plant altogether for the présent, until the 
market improves. Bleaching powder is also 
flat at £7 8s. 94.@47 1I0s., with nothing 
doing to test the market. At the same time 
there is very little hardwood offering. 
Chlorate of Potash is very irregular, and al- 
though 514d. is the nominal quotation and 
some makers report fair sales at this figure, 
it has been done to-day as low as 5d.” 
Bleach is still depressed, but the low figures 
do not seem to induce a large trade. Offers 
have been made to sell at 1.70c., but 
other holders ask up to 1.85c., at which 
there have been sales. Offers of Caustic 
Soda Ash are rot at all free on spot, but the 
demand is light. There is moderate inquiry 
for futures. There isa fair trade in Refined 
Alkali, 58 per cent., which is in small spot 
supply.

Sales are considered very fair 
for the season. Prices are unchanged at 
the recent advanced figures, being quoted 
on a basis of $15.50 for prime ex dock. 


COAL.— Reports which come to hand 
covering the condition of the coal trade dur- 
ing the past week are not in any sense so 
bright as were those of a week ago; the 
change is due to the probability that we 
have had about the last of the low tempera- 
ture that might naturally be looked for in the 
season of 1888-9. The next thing in order is 
the basis of prices for the season of 1889-90 ; 
the views on this topic are as diverse as the 
interests—that of producer, carrier and re- 
tailer; the consumer being out of the ques- 
tion for the time being. To start on a mod- 
erately low basis and advance during the 
season appears to be the conservative idea ; 
there is nothing in the future to warrant any 
very high price for Anthracite coal. At 
New York there has been but a quiet market 
in the past week, and the movement of coal 
has not been so great as was reported for the 
week preceding ; there has been nothing 
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done in an official way about prices for the 
opening of the season, although considerable 
discussion thereon has prevailed, both at the 
sales agents’ meeting and among the trade ; 
it may be well to recall the prices last year ; 
$4 for Egg and $4.25 for Stove and Nut, be- 
ing the full circular. Philadelphia reports a 
sluggish market, with the disposition on 
the part of buyers to wait for the opening 
prices ; the stocks in first hands are said to 
be accumulating. Chicago advices are of 
dull trade, and it is stated that there need 
not be expected any considerable amount of 
business curing the final months of this 
season, for with the exception of some slight 
improvement in the demand (occasioned by

electrolysis is about as follows: 
A 2% 
chloride is used and on the passage of the 


per cent. solution of magnesium 
current both the water and the magnesium 
chloride are decomposed, the oxygen from 
the water and the chlorine from the salt, both 
being liberated at the positive electrode 
where they combine with each other to form 
an oxide of chlorine. The hydrogen result- 
ing from the decomposition of the water is 
liberated at the negative electrode, from the 
surface of which it rises in minute bubbles 
and passes into the air. The magnesium 
from the magnesium chloride is also set free 
at the same electrode, where it at once com- 
bines with the water present to form a hy- 
drate of magnesium. The rapid circulation 
of the liquid in the electrolysis soon brings 
this hydrate and the oxide of chlorine to- 
gether and a combination takes place which 
results in the formation of hypochlorite of 
magnesium, a bleaching compound of a high 
degree of efficiency, much more rapid in 
its action than the solution made from bleach- 
ing powder and without its deleterious effect 
upon the fibre. 
jute to a good cream without impairing its 
strength and soda spruce can be brought to 
full color without injuring the fibre. We 
have seen sulphite pulp bleached in fifty 
minutes by the process. 

The solution leaving the electrolysis flows 
directly into the bleaching chests or en- 
gines, being delivered either at the bottom 
of the chest or at the point where fresh 
water would flow into a washing engine. 
Here another interesting set of reactions 
takes place, the hypochlorite gives up its 
oxygen which destroys the coloring matter, 
and the hypochlorite is thereby reduced to 
the original chloride with which we started. 
This spent solution is then lifted out by the 
washing cylinder and pumped back again 
into the tank which supplies the electro- 
lyzers with which it again flows to be pre- 
pared in doing further work. There is then 
a complete cycle of changes, the factors in 
which are the solution of chloride of mag- 
nesium, the electric current and the color- 
ing matter. The electric current, or what 
is the same thing from the practical stand- 
point, the power employed to drive the 
dynamo, and the coloring matter are con- 
sumed, the solution can be used indefi- 
nitely, only that small portion being lost 
which cannot be profitably displaced from 
the pulp in the drainer. 

A current of 1,000 amperes is used at a 
potential of 5 volts for each electrolyzer 
in circuit. Nine electrolyzers, which is the 
number needed to produce the equivalent of 
1 ton of bleaching powder per day, require 
therefore a current of 1,000 amperes at 45 
volts. This is equal to 45,000 watts, and al- 
lowing 600 watts per horse power it is 
evident that less than 80 horse power will 
be required to furnish the equivalent of a 
ton of bleaching powder daily. With proper 
care in washing the pulp in the drainer the 
loss of magnesium chloride can be kept 
down to about 100 pounds per ton of pulp 
bleached, making the cost of this item 75 
cents per ton of bleached fibre. 

The practical efficiency of the process is, 
of course, the point of main interest to the 
manufacturer, and as will be readily seen 
from what has just been said its economy over 
the methods involving the use of bleaching 
powder is determined almost wholly by 
the cost of power. With coal at $4.50 a ton 
the economy of the process is about 40 per 
cent., while with cheap water pewer, such 
as may be found in some of the Western 
States, or, nearer home, in Maine, it may 
rise to over 70 per cent. of the cost of bleach- 
ing with chloride of lime. 

This large economy is, of course, the 
strong point of the process, but it possesses 
several other advantages which strongly 
fortify its position. As the process is a cold 
one no steam is required for heating the 
stock, the strength of the fibre is unim- 
paired, and as the strength of the solution is 
being constantly renewed the time required 
to bleach a given weight of pulp is much re- 
duced, Furthermore, the process renders 
the manufacturer independent of the fluc- 
tuation in the price of bleaching powder and 
enables him to prepare his solution as it is 
needed, and to use it when it is most effi- 
cient, 

The importance of the process can be 
more clearly appreciated when we consider 
the peculiar position in which the manufac- 
turers of bleaching powder are at present 
placed. Chloride of lime can only be profit- 
ably—at least at present—produced as an ad- 
junct to the preparation of soda by the 
Leblanc process. The price of soda has, 
however, been so forced down in the last 
few years by the competition of the Solvay 
process, which produces soda at much lower

Although the process has only claimed the 
attention of paper makers for about eighteen 
months, it has already been introduced into | 
several of the largest mills abroad. Besides |

in that of Montgolfier Brothers, these two | 
mills being the largest in France. It has | 
also been successfully applied to the bleach- 
Ireland. At} 
the time we visited this mill two large 
bleaching vats were arranged side by side, 
in one of which the yarn was being bleached 
by bleaching powder solution, while in the 
other it was undergoing treatment by the Her- 
mite process. The much greater rapidity of 
action of the latter process and the improved 
quality of the bleached yarn were very appa_ 
rent and led one to expect a wide applica- 


The solution readily bleaches | tion of the process to the bleaching of this 


material. 


A report on the Hermite bleaching proc- 
ess in the United States would hardly be 
complete without a reference to the enter- 
prise of S. D. Warren & Co, who, while the 
process was being assailed on every side in 
Europe, perceived its possibilities and com- 
menced an investigation which resulted in 
their importation of a plant large enough to 
show the actual economy of the process, and 
the fact that they have since ordered a plant 
nearly five times as large is the best recom- 
mendation that the process can bring to 
American paper makers.

Technical 





In a communication addressed to the 
Manchester (England) Guardian, H. A. Rade- 
macher writes as follows: 

‘*T have read with much interest the re- 
port of the meeting of the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry on February 5 ve technical edu- 
cation in chemistry. I thoroughly agree 
with the views expressed by H. Grimshaw. 
During the last four years my professional 
work has brought me into frequent contact 
with workmen, chemists, managers and mas- 
ters in the paper, pulp, chemical and engi- 
neering Scandinavia, Belgium, 
France, Germany, Austria, Switzerland, It- 
aly, &c., and I have thus had an opportunity 
of forming to a certain extent an independ- 
ent opinion as to technical education and its 
influence on the working classes. Dr. Bailey 
has hit the nail on the head by saying that 
what is wanted is a place where chemists 
can receive a thorough education in their 
special subjects. After obtaining the ground- 
work of his knowledge, a chemist, before he 
can become practically useful in a factory or 
works, must learn his business, or, to put it 
more plainly, he must learn to apply his 
chemistry after having gone through a more 
or less extensive course of science. * * * 

‘*Mr. Grimshaw’s remarks concerning the 
want of touch between professor and manu- 
facturer are only too true, and a leaf from 
the book of Austria, Germany and Switzer- 
land is very much needed. Atthe Polytech- 
nikum at Zurich, for example, the first thing 
that strikes the English or American student 
is the evident and ‘live’ familiarity of the 
teachers with various industries as they 
are to-day, and not as we read about them in 
English text books, largely out of date and 
often full of serious errors. This fact is a 
very important one, both as regards the 
nature of the instruction imparted and thein- 
fluence which those coming from any educa- 
tional establishment have on the industries 
they enter. Onthe Continent it is no rare 
thing for a professor to be the recognized 
authority on some special trade or industry, 
even to the extent of acting ex-officio as con- 
sulting chemist or civil engineer. I may 
mention that the teaching staff of both Uni- 
versity and Polytechnikum at Zurich are in 
constant communication with and are re- 
garded as the scientific advisers of the 
world famed works of Escher, Wyss & Co., 
one of the most go-ahead and enterprising 
firms it has ever been my good luck to meet 
with. Their business includes departments 
for general engineering and boiler making, 
paper and ice making machinery, steam and 
naphtha ship building, and last, but not least, 
that latest and wonderful application of 
chemistry and electricity—the manufacture 
of aluminium by the Kastner and Hérault 
processes. 

‘** The advantages to the firm are made evi- 
dent by the extent of their yearly increasing 
business and reputation, which has compelled 
them to start branch works at Ravensburg 
(Wurtemberg) and Leesdorf, near Vienna. 
No explanation is needed to show the ad- 
vantage to the professors and students of 
constant touch with such varied industries, 
the facilities for the practical investigation 
of proposed improvements which come from 
scientists, the scientific investigation of 

manufacturing processes. Experienced prac- 
tical men such as Grimshaw and G. E. 
Davies have long since seen that, given 
sober, industrious and intelligent workmen, 
the main thing is to have highly trained 
chemists and engineers, not mere theorists, 
but men understanding and alive to every 
change and improvement in their trade, 
whether in England, the Continent or 
America. I fail to find any respect in 
which foreign workmen in paper, chemical 
and engineering trades are superior to Eng- 
lishmen as a general rule, unless it be in 
being almost all able to read, write and 
more or less calculate ; and this is a matter 
that English elementary schools are rapidly 
improving. Most practical and experienced 


men like Mr. Grimshaw have long ago dis- 
carded the idea of technically educating the 
workmen in the mills and manufactories, 
and hold that the proper teacher for the 
workman is the highly trained manager, 
chemist or engineer.”
